Denver, June 7.—A reign of terror 
brought on by a diabolical dynamiting 
plot, followed by rioting 
and an as­ 
sault upon the militia, exists in the 
Cripple Creek mining district. Armed 
m en throng the streets and conflicts 
are of hourly occurrence. 
Militiamen 
are m arching hither and thither, m ak­ 
ing arrests by wholesale. 
A number 
of union miners have been placed in 
the military bullpen and others are 
being gathered 
in at frequent inter­ 
val'-. 
City and county official® have 
been compelled to resign their offices 
because of their 
reputed sympathy. 
As near as can be estim ated fifteen 
are dead uud a score 01 more in care t 
as a result of the events leading up to 
the conditions above described.

Victor, Cnlo., .Tune 7.—Rioting broke 
out in this 
city Monday 
afternoon, 
while a mass meeting was being held 
to discuss the m urder of twelve non­ 
union miners by m eans of an infernal 
mac bine at Independence. Forty shots 
were fired in a crowd in the street. 
One man was killed and six persona 
at least injured. 
R. McGee of Victor was shot through 
the heart. 
Willium Hoskins and Alfred Miller, 
both of Gold field, were shot and may 
die; J. D. Davis, Peter Fleming, Fred 
Strudos and an unknown man were 
ulso wounded. 
Seerotary Clarence 
C. Hamlin of 
th«> Mine Owners’ association, conclud­ 
ing a short address, said: 
“ I want to hear what the boys in the 
mines have to say about this trouble.” 
William 
Hoskins, a union 
m iner 
from Goldfield. threw up his hand and 
shouted; 
“ Let me talk.” 
At this the 
crowd began

Hoskins and cry “ Put him out.” 
A free

Hall. 
Denver, Juno 7.—A djutant General 
Bell has been informed by telephone 
from Victor that an attack was made 
Monday afternoon 
on m iners’ union 
hall by a 
squad of soldiers. 
Major 
Taylor sent guards to aid In quelling 


When th 
uniformed men swung into 
Fourth street they 
were fired upon 
from houses 
on both 
sides of 
the 
Street. 
They returned 
¡¿c* fire and 
raced on at a double quick until they 
were near the m iners’ union hall. 
At 
that point the mob scattered and a" 
the soldiers halted several shots were 
fired at them Irom the windows of the 
hall. 
The doors of the building had been 
left open and a dozen guardsmen fired 
into the hull 
as fast as they 
could 
work their rifles. 
After a few volleys 
the order to take the place by assault 
was given and they jumped in. 
It was 
reported to General Bell and a num ber 
of men were killed, but none of the

Dynamite Did the Work. 
The inf' rnal mat him*

diabolical work was done consist­ 
ed of a quantity 
of dynamite, esti­ 
mated at 100 to 3"0 pounds, a loaded 
revolver and a long, slender steel wire 
attached to the trigger. 
The revolver 
was fastened so that the pulling of 
the trigger would not draw it away.

One man was killed aud six persons 
at least injured. 
It. McGee of Victor was shot through 
the heart. 
William Hoskins and Alfred Miller, 
both of Goldfield, were shot and may 
die; J. D. Davis, Peter Fleming, Fred 
intrudes and an unknown man were 
ulso wounded. 
Secretary Clarence 
C. Hamlin of 
the Mine Owners’ association, conclud­ 
ing a short address, said: 
I want to hear what the boys in the 
mines have to say about this trouble.” 
William 
Hoskins, a union 
miner 
from Goldfield, threw up his hand and 
shouted; 
‘‘Let me talk.” 
At this the 
crowd began 
to hiss 
Hoskins and cry “Put him out.” 
A free 
for all fight followed 
and 
shooting began. 


Crowd Quickly Scattered. 
Most of the shots were directed sky­ 
ward. 
Hoskins fell with a bullet in 
his body and the crowd scattered in 
every direction. 
Secretary Hamlin, 
who had been 
standing on a wagon, kept talking, un- 
nindful of the hail storm of bullets 
that whizzed about his head. 
After the first excitement had some­ 
what cleared a\*ay the injured and the 
dying were gathered up. 
McGee, who was

had been standing on an embankment

the soldiers halted several shots were 
fired at them from the windows of the 
hall. 
The doors of the building had been 
left open and a dozen guardsmen fired

as fast as they

work their rifles. 
After a few volleys 
the order to take the place by assault 
was given and they jumped in. 
It was 
reported to General Bell and a number 
of men were killed, but none of the 
guardsmen were injured. 
A special to the News says that no 
one was killed in the attack, but Peter 
Calderwood, Edgar McKelvey, Arthur 
P arker and Thomas 
McManus were 
shot in the legs. 
There were about sixty miners in 
the 
hall. 
Soldiers stationed 
in the 
street and on tho roofs of buildings 
across the street fired volleys through 
the curtained windows 
of the union 
hall. 
After exhausting Jheir ammuni 
tion in return 
fire, the 
miners came 
down stairs with hands uplifted and 
bearing a white flag. 
They were sui' 
rounded by soldiers and escorted to 
the bullpen.

Fragm ents Hurled Through Space. 
Fragm ents 
of bodies were 
burled 
through space for several hundred feet 
and later were picked up still quiver­ 
ing. 
Some ol the bodies dropped into 
tho pit made 
by the 
explosion, but 
heads, hands, 
ears, legs, arm s 
and 
trunks were strewn about on all sides. 
Pieces of flesh were found oil build­ 
ings BPO feet away and blood stained 
everything within a radius of fifty feet. 
The force of the explosion was felt 
throughout tho camp and the crash 
awakened everybody. 
The approaching train was stopped 
and the train crew were the first men 
to reach the scene 
of the disaster. 
They were joined in a few minutes by 
hundreds of persons, and relief work 
was begun at onto. 
A special train 
was sent from Cripple Creek carrying 
physicians, nurses, officers and many 
others, 
but when 
it reached 
Inde­ 
pendence the injured had already been 
placed on board the .suburban train 
and removed to tho hospital in Victor.

Dynamite Did the Work. 
The infernal machine 
with which 
the diabolical work was done consist­ 
ed of a quantity 
of dynamite, esti­ 
mated at IOO to 300 pounds, a loaded 
revolver and a long, .slender steel wire 
attached to the trigger. 
The revolver 
was fastened so that the pulling of 
the trigger would not draw' it away. 
The wire ran from under the station 
to 
the cribbing 
of the 
Delinonico 
property, 
about 
four hundred 
feet 
away, where its end was fastened to 
a rung of a chair. 
The dynamite wras 
placed 
close to 
the muzzle 
of the 
revolver, 
which was discharged 
by 
pulling the wire when the engineer 
blew his whistle. 
The ball from the 
revolver exploded the dynamite. 
A man was seen running down the 
hill from the Delmonlco after the ex­ 
plosion. 
The Victor troops, who were 
ordered out by Major French, were so 
stationed as to keep people from pass­ 
ing over the path taken by this man 
and bloodhounds were sent from Can­ 
yon City and Trinidad for the purpose 
of trailing the assassin. 
The Infernal machine used Monday 
was similar to the one exploded In the 
Vindicator 
mine on 
Nov. 21, 
1903, 
killing tw’o men.
